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GOOD WISHES ARE NOT ENOUGH 


Once more, and, let us hope, for the last time, the Association 
undertakes a campaign: this time for an appropriation to activate 
the library extension service which was established by the last 
regular session of the legislature but without funds for operation. 


An annual budget of $10,000 for the next two years — the amount 
set in the bill introduced into the special legislative session this 
spring — would permit the employment of a trained extension 
worker, the undertaking of a survey of Arizona library resources 
and the formulation of a plan for statewide library service as 
provided in the law, and, perhaps, the beginnings of supplementary 
service to already established libraries. This is not ambitious, but 
it well be well to begin slowly, to plan carefully, and to lay a firm 
foundation. 


There has never been a time when library services were more 
urgently needed. Commenting on extension in his annual report, 
the Director of the Department of Library and Archives says, “The 
greatest assurance of a democracy that works is an informed citi- 
zenry, and without effective library service the facilities for an 
informed citizenry are seriously defective.” 


This service the legislature will provide if they know the people 
of Arizona want it. Librarians recalling the thousands of signatures 
gathered in support of the extension bill in 1949 already know it. 
Our representatives need to be reminded. 


We must reach every member of the legislature before the open- 
ing of the session in January. It is up to each member to see that 
some library-minded person in the community—or two or three 
persons—talks to his representatives and urges support of library 
extension. Make the legislature aware that Arizonans want better 
libraries. 


Librarians wish this campaign well, But good wishes are not 
enough. It will take active work by everyone. Now.

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A LIBRARY IS BORN 


by Dorothy Burge' and Dorathea White, Librarians 
West Phoenix High School Library 


The formation of the West Phoenix High School Library began 
long before any librarians were appointed. Countless meetings were 
held by the administration staff.of the Phoenix school system and 
a library committee made up of librarians in the school system. 
Excellent plans were submitted for the physical layout of the library. 
In March 1949 we were called upon to officiate at the birth of West 
Phoenix High School Library. It was then when our labors began. 


Our first step was to learn as much as possible about the aims 
and policies of the Phoenix school system, the principal’s education 
philosophies, the courses to be offered and the kind and type of 
students to be enrolled. This we considered to be of prime im- 
portance, so that our aim of service — unlimited service — could 
best meet the needs of the students and teachers. In order to do 
this, we visited all of the libraries in the system to familiarize our- 
selves with existing library practices. Time was an important factor, 
so we decided to streamline the routine work as much as possible 
by eliminating an accession book and any duplicate records. To 
replace the accession book a special card was designed to serve as 
both an order and a shelf list card. As faculty members were ap- 
pointed, the principal gave each a memorandum from the librarians 
requesting a list of the books he considered essential for the 
courses he was to teach and a second list of general books and 
periodicals recommended for library purchase. 


The librarian and associate librarian next decided upon a di- 
vision of work. Since both librarians had comparable training 
and experience, it was decided that the associate librarian would 
have complete charge of the cataloging, L. C. cards and processing. 
The head librarian would assume responsibility for the vertical 
file, scheduling of classes and conference room, supervision of the 
circulation desk and other administrative duties. Feeling that their 
work would be more effective if each had responsibility for certain 
subject fields, the following divisions were made: 


The associate librarian who had an under-graduate major in 
science and physical education and was interested in the useful 
and fine arts chose these fields. The librarian who had an under- 
graduate major in social science and English and a special interest 
in languages and guidance work chose these sections. 


1 Dorothy Burge, Librarian, West Phoenix High School, has an 
A. B. and a B. L. S. from the University of Oklahoma, and an M. S. 
from Columbia University with a major in school library adminis- 
tration. West Phoenix High School is the third library Miss Burge 
has set up “from scratch,” the others being an army library in French 
Guiana while she was working as Assistant Chief for the Army 
Libraries in the Caribbean area during World War II, and the library 
at the American Institute of Foreign Trade in Glendale, Arizona. 
She taught in the summer of 1950 at the University of Wichita. She 
has been active in ASLA affairs, holding a number of offices and 
committee assignments.

After the STANDARD CATALOGUE FOR HIGH SCHOOLS 
and other lists for books in our respective fields were checked, a 
part time typist was employed to type the order cards and prepare 
orders, the first of which was placed in May. Mimeographed cards 


were made for ordering free pamphlet materials and college cat- 
alogs. 


After several conferences with the principal and business man- 
ager of the Phoenix school system, a detailed budget recammenda- 
tion for the library was made. Thanks to an efficient business 
manager and a logical presentation by the principal of the library 
needs to the Board of Education, the budget was approved as sub- 
mitted. Facts and figures had been furnished concerning book 
costs, the approximate numbers needed, also A. L. A. and North 
Central recommendations. Equipment recommendation costs were 
furnished by Remington Rand representatives. 


We were fortunate to secure Mrs. Margery Curtis, who has her 
B. S. degree in home economics, as our secretary, and on August 
lst Mrs. White and Mrs. Curtis began work in the new library, 
minus lights, air conditioning and with little equipment. Books and 
catalog cards were arriving, so processing was begun under severe 
handicaps. The typist who had assistei in the original ordering 
of books returned to work on a part time basis. 


When school opened September 6th, 1949, there were approxi- 
mately 800 books on the shelves, college catalogs in their place, 
and a vertical file in an embryonic stage. Thanks to excellent co- 
operation from the Remington Rand Library Bureau Representa- 
tives, Messrs. Hibbert and Alden, all of the modern trend birch 
library furniture was in place, with the exception of chairs. We 
were able to borrow these from the cafeteria until ours arrived. 
On the following Monday books were checked out for a week, with 
a limit of two to a student. There were days when the library 
resembled Old Mother Hubbard’s cupboard. The Phoenix Public 
Library made us a nine months’ loan of 330 books, and the librarian 
at North Phoenix High School very generously gave discards which 
could be placed directly on the shelves. 


As of September 1, 1950, there were 4,012 books on the shelves 
or in circulation, over 2,000 books on order and two cases of ver- 
tical file material. Both librarians have given book talks before 
classes. and all students have had at least one period of library 
instruction in the library. One hundred fifty-six classes have used 
ihe library as a laboratory. Every effort is being made to see that 
the library is the INFORMATION CENTER OF THE SCHOOL. 
Audio-visual aids, such as films, records, museum articles and 
science specimens have been cataloged so that at a glance teachers 
and students can find all of the materials available on a subject. 
An attempt is also made to correlate the vertical file materials 
with the card catalog. Both faculty and students are urged to make 
suggestions for books they wish the library to purchase. Special 
displays correlating school projects and book materials are sched- 
uled throughout the year. A suggestion box is prominently dis- 
played in the library. 


The library is still in its swaddling clothes, but we feel that 
through the cooperative effort of students, faculty, principal and 
librarians we are advancing toward our goal of achieving a Dynamic 
Information and Service Center for the West Phoenix High School. 
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PHOENIX OPENS HARMON BRANCH 
LIBRARY

With Mayor Nicholas Udall cutting the ribbon across the doors 
and the ceremonies being broadcast over KOY, Pheonix Public 
Library opened its new Harmon Branch Library on September 11, 
1950. Barry Goldwater, Phoenix City Councilman, participated in 
the evening’s program by showing movies of his trip through north- 
ern Arizona. Refreshments were served in the patio, and librarians 
in attendance demonstrated the new Gaylord charging machine, 
projected books, and the record players. 


The bond issue of 1948 provided $100,000 for this branch, of 
which approximately $72,500 went for the building, and the re- 
mainder for architectural fees and furnishings. The Harmon Branch 
is the first library building to be erected in the City of Phoenix in 
forty-four years. Located at 411 West Yavapai, its completion 


rounds out the plan for the development of fast-growing Harmon 
Park. 


The construction is entirely modern, featuring unpainted pumice 
stone blocks. Color accent is gained by painting the main entrance 
and occasional doors a coral pink. The interior is beautifully dec- 
orated with gray-green walls and a lemon-yellow ceiling, while the 
charging desk, shelving, tables and chairs are of blond wood. Oc- 
casional chairs are upholstered in chartreuse-green, lemon-yellow, 
and lipstick red. Special features include a walled patio for children 
and young people, paved in red brick, with a chinese elm in the cen- 
ter encircled by a stone seat, and with a fireplace and drinking 
fountain. The auditorium where programs may be held is separated 
from the children’s reading room by a modern fold door. The 
stage, elevated from the main floor, has a fire-proof curtain of char- 
treuse green. Here will be held the branch’s story hours, book re- 
views, lectures, moving pictures, slides, and pageants. The branch 
also has sound-proof cubicles for record playing, two patios where 
organized groups, both children’s and adults’, may meet, and a 
kitchen. Housing is provided for an eventual ten thousand vol- 
umes.

Library Guide and Booklist for the Schools of Arizona. Phoenix, State 


Department of Public Instruction, 1951. Bulletin no. 15. 


Prepared under the direction of the 1950 Arizona Curriculum 
Coordinating Committee, this study was made by the Library 
Guide Committee of the Arizona State Library Association, Mrs. 
Elvera Weathersbee, Chairman, and Ella Mae Morgan, Ethlyn Potter 
Rolfe, and Willimina S. Schultz, members. The publication was 
supervised by Dr. Lillian B. Johnston, Director of Instruction, State 
Department of Public Instruction. In his Foreword, M. L. Brooks, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction, says: “This guide is 
designed to be helpful to both the trained and the untrained public 
school librarian. With this purpose in mind, instruction in the every 
day procedures of school library organization and administration 
have been provided. It is also designed to stimulate greater use 
of library materials as a part of the instructional program, since 
a well selected collection of printed materials can readily become 
one of the most useful tools for integrating the educational pro- 
gram.” 

ASLA’s Committee says in the Preface: “The Guide and Book- 
list attempts to provide a practical, simple guide for librarians. 
Technical terms have been simplified. Practical solutions to library 
problems have been suggested. Nevertheless, the importance and 
value of library science courses for training librarians cannot be 
over-emphasized for no book or books can take the place of courses 
in the library science field. The purpose of the booklist is to pro- 
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vide a basic list of books for school libraries with special emphasis 
on Arizona. The list is limited to those books which may be pur- 
chased from regular book dealers or jobbers.” 

The first part of the guide is devoted to library organization; 
bibliographies are included for most of the sections. The second 
part contains the book lists. A combined author and title index 
is included. 

The Committee plans to issue an annual supplement, the first 
to be ready in the fall of 1951. -This supplementary booklist will 
be annotated in the same way that the present Guide is arranged. 
It will include books published in the period 1949-51. 





An Aid for Teachers, Librarians and Children in the Use of Instruc- 
tional Materials, by Dixie Thompson, Director of Instructional 
Materials, Osborn School District no. 8, Phoenix. Sept. 1950. 
Mimeo. 35p. 

This manual is designed as an explanation of techniques without 
giving the underlying principles. In her Foreword, Mrs. Thompson 
states: ‘During the past several years there has emerged a new 
conception of the role of the school library. First and foremost, it 
has become a service department or agency, through which the 
life and activities of the entire school can and should be coordinated. 
The elementary school library is not a mere depository of books 
and other instructional materials, but a dynamic clearing house 
for the entire school’s program of learning activities. The library 
functions for one purpose only — namely to further as efficiently 
as possible the objectives of the school program. It is not, nor can 
it ever be, a separate part of the school. 

“In any educational program where knowledge is no longer con- 
sidered as confined to the pages of textbooks, children need a vast 
variety of instructional materials if their minds are to be opened 
to the living world about them. The information needed involves 
the widest field of reading and reference materials, textbooks, 
library books, magazines, pamphlets, maps, charts, pictures, and 
other audio-visual materials. We of the Osborn Schools feel that 
the library collection should be developed and planned in the 
light of classroom needs, and that all instructional materials should 
be dispensed from one center — the library. This manual has been 
planned to aid in more effective use of these materials.” 

Contents include “Organization of Instructional Materials De- 
partment,” “The Library as a Coordinating Agency,” “Sources of 
Materials,’ “Sources of Audio-Visual Materials,” ‘Audio-Visual 
Equipment,” and “Course of Study in the use of Books and Li- 
braries.”

ROOM LIBRARIES in the TEACHING of 
LITERATURE 


by William A. Scott and Florence Reynolds' 
Tucson Senior High School 


Literature courses have been on the receiving end of pointed 
criticism in recent years. Though much of it doubtless has been 
justified, teachers themselves resented this outside interference 
based as it often was on a sneering attitude that belied any real 
understanding of literature. From such resentment has developed 
a tendency to surround literature courses with an aura of sacred- 
ness. The inspiring poem, the favorite Shakespearean drama, the 
short story packed with meaning — here was a realm of practically 
religious experience, a balanced atmdsphere where beauty reigned 
and appreciation wore a halo. 


But in spite of the comfortableness of the status quo, the teachers 
knew that the courses needed changing. Authorities such as Dr. J. 
Paul Leonard of San Francisco College and Dr. Paul A. Witty of 
Northwestern University were typical of those who loved literature 
and yet found that much literature teaching left little love for 
reading. 

Reform of a positive nature could only come from within the 
group itself. That is exactly what happened at Tucson Senior High 
School in the spring of 1948 when Miss Marjorie Robinson, head 
of the English department, called a departmental meeting “to dis- 
cuss the possibilities of reorganizing the English 5 course,” which 
was the traditional American literature course utilizing one stan- 
dard anthology. ‘‘Let’s face it,” Miss Robinson said, “we know that 
in our classes we have students of varied levels of reading skill 
and diverse interests. We know that our teaching experience con- 
firms what the authorities have told us: that our literature teaching 
is not producing lovers of books. What are we going to do about it?” 


Everyone knew the change was coming — pure literature might 
be beautiful, but the education of the student was more important. 
The pathetic incident of a slow student attempting to fathom the 
meaning of John Milton’s “L’Alegro” or “Il Penseroso,” or the 
bright student enduring the abbreviated confines of a literature 
text was too much for the conscience to bear. Did not each student 
have a perfect right to expect that he should get something out 
of a literature course? Did not the slow student have a right to 
expect at least some reading improvement? Did he not have a

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right to expect to enjoy and understand the material he read? Did 
not the superior student have a right to expect greater intellectual 
guidance and stimulation than he was able to find within the covers 
of one book? The answers to these questions were all too apparent, 
and it was an enthusiastic but apprehensive committee of English 
teachers that voted that the single text must go — apprehensive 
because a new course would mean tremendous obstacles to over- 
come in teaching technique. 


After much discussion the group decided that the addition of 
another set of anthologies would not solve the difficulties. So the 
American literature course was reorganized around the use of a 
room library. Students no longer bought a single textbook; instead 
they were charged a moderate fee. With these funds approximately 
800 books were purchased for distribution into two room libraries. 
The plan was put into operation in the summer school sessions of 
1948. 

In choosing the books the committee attempted to obtain a rep- 
resentative selection of the works of traditional and modern Ameri- 
can writers. Realizing that man must live primarily in his own age, 
the committee attempted to organize the course so that early writers 
might be read as a clue to the character.of modern man. In addition, 
books on personality develo»oment, hobbies, and vocations were also 
chosen in an attempt to encourage students with varying interests 
to read and discover that books contain wisdom, entertainment, 
and factual knowledge — that books are the best substitute for a 
personal conversation with a great mind. 

Emphasis was placed on buying attractively printed books which 
would help to make reading a pleasant experience to all students 
— even the slow reader who frequently finds the type-crowded 
page a disheartening struggle. 

The committee planned to have each student reading different 
selections in accordance with his ability and interest, but sought 
to guide his study by using three major units: (1) Myself — an 
introspective analysis emphasizing books on personality develop- 
ment, problematic fiction, lyric poetry; (2) My Country — a regional 
approach to the study of American literature; and (3) My People 
— a presentation of certain traditional American writers and other 
great American personages not studied in the two preceding units. 

Those who have taught American ‘literature by this method do 
not boast that this program has made every student at Tucson High 
School a lover of reading. But it has been encouraging, say the 
teachers, to see students moving about freely in a classroom, select- 
ing books in an interested manner—each with some confidence that 
here is a book that he might like to read. 

Because the majority of the members of the English department 
felt that the revised program for English 5 was a big improvement, 
it was decided to apply the same principle to a senior course in 
world literature that would replace the old English 7—English lit- 
erature course. This fall World Literature is facing the first test 
in Tucson High School. That the course is meeting with the ap- 
proval of the students themselves can be seen in the reluctance 
with which they close their books and return them to the shelves— 
even at the end of a period. 

The first unit of the revised English 7 is the study of the hero 
as he appears in literature. Instead of using the “find the differ- 
ences” approach, students were told to look for similarities in the 
portraits of the heroes of other nations. If the term still has mean- 
ing, “world understanding” was the goal. Choices of reading among

the students are varied and include the Odyssey, Beowu'f, The Red 
Badge of Courage, Brave Men, All Quiet on the Western Front, The 
Three Musketeers, The Cossacks, Jane Eyre, Tennyson’s ‘Ulysses,” 
and Sassoon’s “Aftermath.” 


Units planned for future study include one on “Man and His 
Destiny” and “The Growth of the Democratic Ideals.” But to sug- 
gest that such study topics have been dogmatically adopted as the 
ultimate would be wrong. The instructors now realize more than 
ever before that courses must grow, that new ideas must constantly 
aid in revitalizing the study of literature, else the room libraries 
themselves may become as pedantic, as unsuited to the student’s 
need, as the oid appreciation-bound anthologies. 


Naturally, in both of these classes composition skills are empha- 
sized. Each student keeps a written record of his reading, summar- 
izing and evaluating what he has read in terms of the problem 
which the whole class is using as a basis for study. Much of the 
teacher’s time is spent in working with the individual in attempts 
to solve his personal communication problem. The teacher’s role 
is frequently that of a friendly liaison between the books and the 
student. Individual and small-group discussions are a regular part 
of the teacher’s effort to develop reading taste and skill. 

The room library is not to be confused with the much debated 
decentralizei library. Such is not the purpose of the program. It 
is believed that room libraries actually stimulate students to make 
further use of the regular library. Indeed the students do gain 
practice in the use of the Dewey decimal system as the books are 
arranged in that order on the room shelves. They do get practice 
in “browsing” to find something that will be enjoyable and yet aid 
in the solution of a specific problem. And finally, the new program 
is a definite attempt to eradicate the all too frequent remark, “I 
never read Shakespeare; I learned to hate him in an English course 
in high school.” Those who are ready are guided and encouraged to 
read Shakespeare, Emerson, Dostoyevsky and Lin Yutang. But we 


don’t feed a student Shakespeare when all he can digest is the Babe 
Ruth Story.
